Becoming Impatient. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—There is nearly 


$100,000 to be divided among the wid- 
ows, 
children and others dependent 


upon the brave men who perished in 
the Cold Storage fire. President Hig- 
ginbotham, who holds, as trustee, the 
money subscribed xvithlu the exposi- 
tion grounds and at the gates, says' as 
his explanation for not having distrib- 
uted the fund in his possession, that he 
is waiting until he obtains complete 
and reliable information about the 
numbers in the families to be relieved, 
and the circumstances, so that all may 
receive according to their necessities. 


Some of thc fir omen's widows are 


complaining that they are in distress 
and actual want while they can not 
get their share of the people's contri- 
butions. 


The fire marshal and thc board of 


trade do aot seem Inclined to move any 
quicker in regard to the distribution 
thau docs President Higginbotham. 
The Sunday gate receipts which were 
devoted to the fund are subject to the 
order of the council of administration.

Found Guilty of JTorg-ery find Sentenced. 


PABIS, Aug. 7.—The jury in the case 


of Ducret and Norton has returned a 
verdict of guilty against both of the 
defendants. Norton, who is a mulatto, 
was indicted for forging the documents 
that created such a sensation in the 
chamber of deputies when read by 
M. Millevoye, a lioulangist member. 
These documents,which it was claimed 
had been stolen from the British em- 
bassy in Paris during the absence of 
Lord Dufferin, the British ambassador, 
purported to show that certain French- 
men, 
high in official life, had sold state 


secrets to the British government, 
their alleged acts, if true, constituting 
treason. M. Ducret, who is the editor 
of the Boulangist organ, the Cocarde, 
was charged with complicity in the 
forgeries. 


The trial began Saturday and tho 


ev idence clearly showed that 
the 


papers in question were clumsy forg- 
eries. Norton confessed that he had 
forged them and implicated Ducret. 
The jury was but a short time in ar- 
riving at a verdict, and the court at 
once sentenced lJorte>n to three vears' 
Imprisonment, Ducret was sentenced 
for one year. Ducret has appealed to 
the court of cassation against his sen- 
tence.

above the reserve. The net balance of 
the treasury, however, from the treas- 
urer's statement issued to-day, shows 
u decrease, attributed largely to a fall- 
Ing off in customs receipts. This bal- 
ance is 815,989,722.

silver in the treasury, made up of 
halves, quarters and dimeb, amounts to 
812,598,000. 


So far this month the receipts in 


round figures amount to S'ilOOO^OO, and 
the expenditures to $7,750,000, of which 
$3,000,000 have been paid on the pen- 
sion account 
These large expendi- 


tures have eaten into the net balance 
and reduced it. 


The fact that customs receipts are 


falling-off, while itnffects the govern- 
ment revenue from that source, has an 
opposite bearing upon the general pros- 
perity of the country, as it shows that 
less money is being expended abroad 
for imported merchandise.

An assessment \vould bring 
at least 1100,000. On this basis the gilt- 
edged assets are placed «t $080,000, 
which is something like 40 per cent, of 
the total liabilities.

Heads were 
cracked, faces bruiied, eyes blacked 
and blood flowed from numerous uosea 
but no one was seriously hurt. 


A few moments before the fight two 


strikers crossed the street from the 
east side of Broadway and opened a 
conversation with a number of the 
nonunion workmen who were stand- 
ing in front of the Broadway entrauca 
of the St. James hotel, where they 
are 
stopping. 
After 
the 
inter- 


view 
the 
two 
men 
turned 
and 


walked back to the crowd who awaited 
them on thc opposite side of the street. 
After a few words the whole party, 
numbering 
about 
twenty-five, pro- 


ceeded in a business-like manner to 
cross the street. 
No words passed. 


As soon as the strikers arrived where 
the crowd of nonunion workmen stood 
a general fight beg-an. 


The sixteen nonunion men fought 


valiantly, but, owing to inferiority ef 
number*, were forced to retreat into 
the hotel lobby. Thc strikers followed. 
Pandemonium reigned. 
The thump, 


thump of fists coming in contact with 
heads, the angry cries and curses of 
the struggling men presented an excit- 
ing scene to the spectators. 


The combatants spread themselves all 


over the lobby, some receding into the 
barroom, others to the washroom, but 
for the most part the lobby answered 
all necessary purposes. Fists were not 
adequate, and chains were resorted 
to. 
Knives 
were 
drawn 
and 


the 
steely 
gllttter 
of the dead- 


ly revolver flashed on high. 


Fortunately no one was cut, and no 


shots were nred. This was owing to 
the sudden appearance of throe blue- 
coated minions of the law in the per- 
sons of Officers Gactz, Orosb and llar- 
nett. Most of the men ceased opera- 
tions and took leg bail, successfully 
eluding the officers. 
Five, however, 


had no fear and continued to fight to a 
finish. 
The officers commanded ';h 


to desist with no effect and their clubs 
were brought into play. 


When the fight was over nothing re- 


mained but some overturned ehairs 
and Iscre and there a splash of blood 
on the floor. Four nonunion men and 
two strikers were arrested and taken to 
the Chestnut-street station. The 
non- 


union men were Will Guest, Will Powell, 
Beverly Green and Samuel Boyd, and 
the 
strikers 
Ambrose Clancy and 


George Turner. The former four were 
bailed out a few moments later by John 
O'Brien of the O'Brien boiler works, at 
Eleventh and Mullanphy, and the lat- 
ter by John Corcoran, of 2820 Adams 
street.

species of ground-squirrel; his coat, 
more gray in shade than the lively litr 
tie chipmunk of our northern forests, 
Is correspondingly striped with black 
and white along its back. The eyes, as 
with all burrowing quadrupeds, are 
small, the lids thin almost to trans- 
parency; but the jowl formation is very 
peculiar. Partitioned from the mouth 
on either side is a membraneous sac, in- 
to which ho deposits the excavated 
earth when boring.

darts back to the entrance to the hole,
